QUICK WORK WITH A SHARK I" FOR GENERAL UTILITY. 


Three Kanaka* Went Down ana C»t 


lllm While n« Wtt» A«leei>. 


"The Kanakas of the Hawaiian Is- 


lauds have about as much fear of the 
huge shark! that Infest the Hawaiian 
iwuters as we have of one-inontli-old 
l'o£ terrier pups," said a naval officer 
who recently returned from the Asiatic 
station by -way of the Islands. "One 
morning a couple of months ago. wlron 
our ship was lying in Honolulu harbor, 
a big banana barge, propclkd by three 
muscular, line looking, nearly nude 
Kanakas, pulled alongside of us to 
peddle the fruit among the' men" for- 
ward. Just as they got the barge close 
to the ship the three Kanakas began to 
Jabber excitedly in their queer, musical 
language and to feel of the edges of 
the knives suspended by lanyards 
around their necks. 


"The eyes of those Kanakas were 


keener than ours, and they had seen a 
big shark asleep directly beneath the 
lighter, the water being so clear down 
that way that objects can be seen 
through it to a great depth. It didn't 
take those three giant muscled Kana- 
kas more than ten seconds to shuffle 
out of their few clothes. Then they 
removed the strings from their long 
knives, grasped the knives in their 
right hands, stepped gently over the 
side of the lighter, hung to the gun- 
iwales of the lighter -with their left 
hands for a moment or so, and then, 
altogether, they gave that queer diving 
(wriggle to their legs in which they are 
BO expert and disappeared from the 
surface. We couldn't see them going 
down on account of the commotion 
and consequent bubbles they made in 
the -water. 


"Within about ten seconds after they 


disappeared the bubbles that came to 


- the surface began to take on the hue 


of blood. 


*' 'That about settles one Kanaka, if 


not the whole three of them,' said we 
on the gangway. The next thing we 
saw was a gigantic shark thrashing 
the water crazily on the port side of 
the lighter and incarnadining the sea 
.within a radius of fifty feet with its 
blood. Then the three Kanakas came 
'up, all in a bunch, like a trio of jacks- 
ln-the-box, with contented smiles on 
their faces. The shark thrashed around 
for five or ten minutes, and at the end 
of that time he was as dead as any 
Baited mackerel in a barrel, the entire 
length of him. The three Kanakas had 
tackled him altogether as he slept, had 
driven their knives into his vulnerable 
parts, and before he had a chance to 
pull himself together he was as good 
as dead. It was as workmanlike a job 
of going after big sea game as ever I 
saw."—Philadelphia Times.

COAL MINE OF'frHE FUTURE 


Inclined Drlftn KxtvutUnx T«II Mllri 


luto tli<> Eurtb. 


It is estimated by an English author- 


It}, says Engineering, that something 
over 200,000 tons of I. Welsh coal have 
been purchased for American consump- 
tion since the anthracite coal strike be- 
gan. It has boon calculated that COO.- 
000,000 toes of coal are noT used aa- 
uually throughout the world, of which 
amount 14S.COO.OOO tons are consumed 
in the United States aud 140.000.000 in 
Great Britain, while further calcula- 
tions place the coal burned annually In 
the world as equivalent to 1,230,000,000 
horsepower. 


Professor Lapworlh, speaking at Bir- 


mingham recently as president of the 
South Staffordshire and East Worces- 
tershire Institute of Mining Engineers, 
estimates the duration of the coal re- 
sources of Great Britain at 200 years 
if mining can be carried on at a depth 
of 3,000 feet to 4,000 feet. This should 
not be difficult, seeing that copper is 
mined iu some parts of the world at 
5,000 feet. He drew an imaginary pic- 
ture of the deep coal mine of tlae fu- 
ture, which will-be reached by inclined 
drifts or tunnels of six, eight or ten 
miles long. There would have to be 
two or three tunnels to /each mine, sim- 
ilar in construction to railway tunnels, 
with double lines of rails, and served 
with electric locomotives.

WHITE HOUSE SOUVENIRS. 


Novel Pl»n to Aid In Erecting Worn, 


en's Exhibit Building. 


The Women's National and Interna- 


tional Exhibit association has adopted 
a novel method for the purpose of rais- 
ing funds, says a Washington dispatch 
to the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. The 
organization has procured hundreds of 
bricks, pieces of wood, marble, hand- 
made nails of 1814, old hand split 
laths, plaster, tiling, flooring, timber 
and fresco decorations taken from the 
White House during the months of 
June and July of the present year, 
when extensive repairs were begun at 
the historic edifice. 
All these frag- 


ments are being sold as souvenirs of 
the original White House, which up to 
the j>reseut has undergone few changes 
since the days of Dolly Madison and 
her court 


Each of the fragments has been tied 


neatly with red, white and blue rib- 
bon and then labeled as a guarantee of 
its genuineness. 
The association is 


placing cartloads of these souvenirs on 
sale at drugstores at 23 cents a frag- 
ment and hc.pes by this means to help 
raise the $25,000 needed to further the 
plans of the women's permanent na- 
tional and industrial exposition in this 
city. The objects of the exhibit are to 
encourage the handiwork of woman's 
industrial and inventive genius. Plans 
for the building have been prepared by 
Mr. Paul J. Pelz, who was associated 
with Mr. John L. Smithmeyer in the 
preparation of the plans of the library 
o£ congress. The building will have a 
large exhibition hall and separate 
rooms for each state. The project has 
received the indorsement of many pub- 
lic men all over the country and In 
congress.
